THERE IS DANGER! 


Of n Bloody Indian War-The Bcfls 


are Crexcd nud Ready to Start 


OH tbe War Path, 


CHICAGO, Nov. 22.—The situation at 


tho Indian reservations in Montana and 
the Dakotas is much more serious than 
the public at large think, eo saya Frank 
Wh ite, ond he certainly ought to know. 
Mr. White is the government interpret- 
er at Pine Ridge agency, and is one of 
the best posted persons in the country 
as to the feelings of the Indians over 
the Messiah craze. For the j>ast few 
days White has been gradually failing, 
until he was threatened /^ith total 
blindness, nnd it was to prevent this 
that he came to C'a'f<jago for treatment. 
Now his fea".,, ijave fc^ aroused for the 
safety of j,ia famiiy> ond ^ yesterday 
m<^raibg he started for his home to look 
after his wife and children. 


Mr. White has some Indian blood in 


his veins and his knowledge of Indians 
and of their languages gained for him 
tbe appointment as interpreter, a- posi- 
tion that he has held for a long time. 
During General 
Miles' recent trip 


through the northwest, White accom- 
panied him and was the mouthpiece 
through which the soldier communi- 
cated with the redskins. 
White says 


that there is danger of an uprising of 
the Indians ut any moment. 
The reds, 


during the past 
few years, have 


thoroughly armed themselves and have 
sufficient ammunition to last them 
for many mouths. As wars brought 
about by religious excitement have 
always 
been 
more 
bloody 
and 


more bitterly contested 
than 
any 


others, it is feared 
that: an up- 


rising now will mean 
the 
death 


of hundreds of settler* before the 
troops could be sent to thoir assistance. 
Mr. White says that the Messiah craze, 
whioh originated in Montana, has now 
spread through the whole northwest and 
that in the reservations, within a radius 
of 200 miles around Pine Ridge agency, 
the Indians are half crazed and that the 
slightest thing would now start tuem on 
the war path. That they will make an 
attack very soon, he has no doubt, as 
there have always been plenty of chief's 
and discontented braves in the tribes, 
who would be glad to see ft war .com- 
menced at any time, and who will take 
advantage of the present excitement to 
force an outbreak.

Adjoining tlie imperial palace is thc 


louse of the holy synod, the residence oi 
he metropolitan or patriarch of Moscow 
ind the receptacle for the sacred treas- 
ires of the church. Here we found 
something interesting in the ancient 
robes of the patriarchs and the miters 
hey wore on occasions of ceremony, 
adorned with the rarest and most valna- 
)le of jewels, one diamond in the miter 
of a metropolitan of centuries ago being 
worth 8250,000 and a sapphire worth 
?100,000, probable the finest example of 
;he latter class of jewels in the world. 
The diamonds, rubies, emeralds, pearls 
and other precious stones with whicli tiic 
pontifical robes were covered arc very 
ancient, some of them dating back to thc 
tenth and eleventh centuries, and thc 
other ornaments were of corresponding 
value and interest. 


I asked thc priest in charge the valur 


of tho entire collection, and he told me 
that it was simply impossible, for he dici 
not believe that there was money enough 
in all the universe to replace the stone; 
spread out before our eyes; that they 
could not be obtained if there was mone> 
to purchase them: that this eollcctioi1 
was the work of centuries—eight cen- 
turies at least—and had been contributed 
to by the Czars and patriarchs of the 
Greek Church since the time of Christ. 
Here was a ring showing a cameo head 
of tho prophet Daniel, that he claimed 
was once worn by tlie King of Babylon 
before the destruction of that city, a no 
other jewels that were old in the days o! 
Moses.' 


It has been the custom of the Czars, 


particularly the wicked ones—to atone 
for their sins and excesses by presentina 
jewels and other articles of value to thc 
church. Ivan the Terrib'e, after he beat 
his son to death, presented the Metro- 
politan with a robe that carries fifty-font 
pounds of precious stones. 
Other C/ars 


have done likewise, and when they have 
heard of costly jewels or ornaments oJ 
_ rent antiquity, have sent embassies 
with caravans of gold to purchase them. 
From Nineveh, from Jerusalem, fron' 
China, from Egypt, from Constantinople, 
these ancient gems have come, and here 
they are gathered, idle, useless fetiches, 
to be gazed at. 


In one of the rooms of the palace ol 


tho holy synod is an alabaster vase, itsell 
as old as the Christian religion, which is 
said to contain .1 portion of the ointment 
with which Mary Magdalen bathed the 
feet of the Savior. This is the chrisn 
sent from 
Constantinople 
when the 


Greek church was introduced into Rus- 
sia, and from this alabaster vase is taker 
the oil with which tho czars and thf 
metropolitans arc anointed. One drop 
is taken, no more, and a single drop ol 
some other oil is poured in to replace it. 
so that the quantity in the vessel is al- 
ways the same and the precious oint- 
ment never grows less. 


Across tlie limited court from thc holj 


synod and adjoining the palace is thc 
famous treasury of the Kremlin, not the 
bank of the empire, as its name would 
indicate, nor a place to keep money, bui 
thc museum, the depository of the treas-1 
ures of the civil and military history of 
Russia, as tlie holy place we have jus! 
left is of its religious relics. In this 
great building is a collection of cvei 
greater historical and monetary value-

WHAT THE LESSON TKACHES. 


They were come to tho place. At last. It 


is tile parting of the ways, tho meeting- 
place of all the lines of history, the reckon- 
ing point of the centuries. Prophets looked 
forward to it. Priestly fingers pointed to- 
ward it. Even the signboards of a Cyrus 
and a Ca-sar lead up toward It. Away back 
there in Kden the first glance was taken. 
And now they have come to tho place. Men 
look and see but a tired sufferer climbing a 
hillock, with a hateful cross upon his back. 
Angels summoned from all -tho universe 
troop near and gaze transOxed upon tho 
lifting up of a king. 


Let him save himself. Then would ho 


»avo himself alone; then were we all lost! 
If ever were truer words spoken: "Himself 
lie cannot save." Jesus, our Lord, must 
*ceds bo '•obedient unto death, even tho 
deatli of the cross." -Thero are two per- 
suasions to the self-saving here, both of 
which form, when rightly viewed, strong 
protestations to the same. One of them Is, 
"he saved others." Aye, verily, and hence 
4c cannot save himself. It is the just dying 
lor the unjust: and without the death of 
M)ne," there Is no life for tho "others." The 
9ther argument Is, "If he" (or "thou," the 
thief directly says, bettering tho villainy 


of God." Ho is the Christ, tho anointed 
»ne, and just, for this was ho anointed, 
tven as he said at Nazareth. "Chosen of 
Zod" Is he; and why? "He humbled him- 
lelf," yea, in tho very losing of himself, ho 
saves himself and his. "Wherefore God 
also hath highly exalted him and gix-en him 
a name above every name." What is that 
name? "Thou shalt call his name Jesus; 
for he shall save his people from their 
sins." 


This is the King of tho Jews. There was 


fearful sarcasm in the superscription. It 
must have cut tho Jews to the quick. 
"•Shall I crucify your king?" Pilate had 
said from his chair of state In a tone of lialf 
reproof, half mocking. "We have no king 
but Cajsar," was the insincere response. 
And Pilate knows it to be such, and there is 
something almost sardonic in thc grim 
humor with which he nails tho tell-talo 
title to the cross: "This is tho king of tho 
Jew?." As much as to say, see the weakling 
Jew at his best; see, too, how the deceitful 
Jew treats his kingl And there he hung, a 
king rejected of Ms own, a king on a cross! 
Verily this was his mission; and this his 
exaltation. They thought to debase him, 
and lo, they, unwittingly, crowncdahim. It 
was ho who "prevailed." This is Jesus the 
king of the Jews! 
• 


To-day thou shalt be with me in paradise. 


A window is here opened Into heaven. What 
a blessing It has proven to many a be- 
nighted soul! It tells us two things in par- 
ticular: (1) That there Is hope for tho low- 
liest, and (2) that heaven, a blessed heaven. 
Is not far away. '•Remember me," was all 
the penitent thief needed to say, Thero bo 
those who, following the doctrine of tho 
work-righteousness, have tried to lay worth 
of some sort on the mo, rather than the im- 
plied Thou; and so they have coined the 
Jcgend of tho thief saving tho holy family 
|rom his comrades on their .Journey down 
into Egypt- But no. He was doubtless but 
on ordinary sinner, a bindlt of the way. 
Take him, Indeed, as n type of the lowest, 
and let no portion of tho hope here held out 
to the fallen be snatched away. And then, 
do you mark, ho had only said (see Revis- 
ion), "Remember tno when thou comest fn 
thy kingdom," presumably a long way 
ahead. Quick conies tho answer, "To-day 
thou shalt bo with mo In paradise!" With 
Christ in paradise. 
Verily, though tho 


glory waits. It Is well without dead who die 
In tho Lord—blissfully well, even to-day. 


Certainly this was a righteous man. Aye, 


certainly, without shadow of doubt Thero 
was Pilate's thrice-uttered acquittal, fol- 
lowing as It did upon tho perjured! and 
empty trial of tho Jews. Hero also wo have 
just been reading tho testimony oi one with 
3ilm in tho satno condemnation, a fellow- 
prisoner and a fellow-sufferer. That "ho 
hath done nothing amiss," from a culprit's 
)lp», would weigh mightily with a court ol 
Justice. And now, from tho centurion, a 
disinterested, nay, an Interested observer- 
careful, wo might suppose, to have his ex- 
ecution blameless—comes tho soulful con- 
fession, As I live, this man was Innocent! 
Wo might long to know what became of tho 
centurion. Did ho put his confession Into 
act? Was he of tho multitude at Pente- 
cost? or, better, of tho waiting company In 
thc upper room? Rather lot thc Inquiry be, 
what Is your testimony and mine to-day? 
In a multitude of gatherings Christ cruci- 
fied shall bo lifted up. Can any ono, look- 
Ing, say clso than that "this was a righteous 
man?" Righteous, yes, but If so, what 
then art thou?

Tho Lono Star State was originally 


tinder Spanish domination, but in 1819 
Mexico secured indisputable title to its 
broad margins. Its fertile acres early

attracted immigrants, and scores of hardy 
pionccrRpenctratod its borders from the 
United States, being apparently wel- 
comed by the Mexican Government. Un- 
til 1830 affairs proceeded smoothly, but 
it was then discovered by the govern- 
ment that the Americans were fast out- 
numbering the natives, and, as Stephen 
F. Austin and other pioneers were devel- 


bardment. The fort had eight heavy 
guns for its armament, and o\ er the 
churn floated the flag of the Provisional 
government of Texas, the Mexican tri- 
color with the numerals 1S24 ill plare of 
the eagle in the white stripe. 


The siege began Feb. -'3. Travis, the 


ofiicor in charge, had set-tired eighty 
bushels of corn and Unity beeves for 
provisions. At noon of that day Santa 
Anna sent a summons to the Texans to 
surrender, which was an.-wcred by a 
cannon shot. The next day the fort was 
bombarded without effect, and Travis 
sent out couriers to Goliad and Washing- 
ton for re-enforcements, 
announcing 


that ho would never surrender. The 
third day the Texan batteries killed two 
Mexicans and burned some wooden build- 
ings outside the fort where their enemies 
had taken refuge. 
The Mexicans then 


attempted to cut off the garrison from 
water. Re-enforcoments arrived, to the 
| number of thirty-two men, the eishth 


day. 
A message was dispatched to the 


convention with a letter from Travis, 
saying: 


"I am still here and well-to-do, with 


145 men. i have held this place ten 
days asainst a force varioui-ly estimated 
at "from 1..100 to 0,000, and I shall con- 
tinue to hold it till I get relief from my 
countrymen, or I will perish in its de- 
fense. 
Wo have had a shower of cannon 


balls continually falling among us the 
whole time, yet none of us have fallen. 
We have been miraculously preserved. 
We are completely surrounded by the 
enemy, who have batteries in IJexar, 
only 400 yards to the west: onn at La- 
villeta. 300 yard* south: at the Powder 
House. 1.000 yards east by south: on the

oping an independent spirit, an effort 
•was made to hold the reins more tightly. 
Immigration was prohibited. Texas was 
made the prison home of convicts, and 
although the settlers had been promised 
representation as a separate state they 
were still held under the sway of Coa- 
huila. Under these circumstances the 
hardy pioneers began to discuss consti- 
tutional rights, and they saw with alarm 
that the government was stamping out 
republicanism in other provinces, and 
knew that it would only be a question of 
time when Santa Anna, who falsely pro- 
fessed peaceable intentions, would in- 
vade their territory with rigorous laws 
and despotic officers. 


Amid tho mutterings of discontent. 


Santa Anna's -minions began to act. 
They arrested citizens on flimsy pretexts: 
they seized cannons used for protection 
against savages: they sent San Antonio 
residents to Monterey as prisoners; they 
forced Goliad to pay 85,000, and arrested 
the Alcalde at that city; they compelled 
citizens to join their army; and the

Americans, aroused to a sense of danger, 
began to organize under the pretense of 
preparing to repel Indians who miRht 
attack them. In October, 1835, the first 
row between the Texans and the Mexj- 
cans occurred at liexar. It led to a sec- 
ond one at Gonzales, and then the Amer- 
icans, led by tho noted Benjamin R. 
Milam, attacked the invaders at Goliad 
with" forty-eight 
men, captured 300 


stand of arms, 310,000 worth of mili- 
tary stores, and, after various sorties, 
induced the pioneers, Nov. 5, to declare 
their independence. A provisional gov- 
ernment was created. Henry Smith was 
elected Governor and Sam Houston com- 
mander of the army. Stephen F. Austin 
was sent to capture the stronghold of 
ttfe enemy and tlie, key to Texas—San 
Antonio—and by May, 183f>, tho Ameri- 
cans were virtually in possession of the 
State. In that month Santa r.iimi de- 
feated tho last of tho Republican party 
in Xacetccas, and at once started to sub- 
jugate Texas. He issued a proclama- 
tion in which the rebels were denomina- 
ted as "pirates," and this wa< his 
justification later for the heartless mas- 
sacro at Alamo. In February, a portion 
of his army reached Alazan Creek, 
little west of the city of San Antonio, 
where Colonel Travis, with 150 effective 
men, 
was stationed. The latter retired 


to Fort Alamo, on the eaM side of the 
river, and tho struggle began that has. 
given to history "no of its bloodiest 
pagas. 


Fort Alamo consisted of a chapel 75x 


62 fent, a convent 186x18 feet, a prison 


-.idc ditch. SOO yards northeast: and at 
the old mill, 800 yards north." 


Travis had almost despaired of succor, 


ind. according to an account published 
n 1800 by a Mr. Rose, announced to his

companions their desperate situation. 
After declaring his determination to sell 
his life as dearly as possible, and draw- 
ing a line with his sword. Travis exhort 
ed all who were willing to fight with him 
to form on the line. With one exception 
all fell into the fanks. and even Bowie, 
who was dying with consumption, had 
his cot carried to the line. The man who 
declined to enter the cranks that night 
made his escape.

retreated. Tho cannonade of the be- 
sit s;ed still did fearful execution, but the 
feeble garrison could not resist over- 
whelming numbers. Travis fell early in 
the action with a rifle ball in the hoad. 
but he had strength enough to kill a 
Mexican who attempted to spear him. 


The bodies of most of the Texans 


were found in a building where a hand 
to-hand lisjht took place. Davy Crockett 
was killed in the yard, but a number of 
the Mexican^ lay about him. l$owio was 
slain in his bud, but he killed two or 
three of his foes with his pistols before 
they reached him. 
] 


The residue of the garrison had fled 


to the church. It had been agreed that 
when further resistance seemed useless, 
the surviving Texans should blow up 
tho magazine. Major Evans was apply- 
ing the torch when ho was killed in 
time to prevent tho explosion. Two or 
three Texans found in a room appealed 
in vain for quarter, it is said. Tho mas- 
sacre was complete. Every soldier had 
fallen in defense of the fort. 


Three non-combatants were spared, a 


servant and two ladies. 
Lieutenant 


Dickinson, with a child on his back, 
leaped from an upper window to escape, 
and their bodies were riddled with bul- 
lets. The bodies of ISO Texans were, 
collected together in a pile and partially 
burned bv their inhuman foes.

Mexicans lost nearly twice that number. 
In 1837 the bonos of the heroes were 
gathered and decently buried. 


A neat monument, commemorative ol 


their heroic deeds, has boon oiveted at 
the entrance to the State House in Aus- 
tin, the capital city of Texas. Upon thr 
four squares of this shaft arc written the 
names of Travis, Uowic, Crockett and 
Uoiiham. Eachot the four sides boars also 
an appropriate inscription, that on tlm 
oa<t front reading: 
"Thcrmopyhc had 


her messenger of defeat, but tin: Alamo 
had none."

not die in vain, however. The dreadful 
massacre aroused tho warlike spirit of 
every Texan.

BEADING, Pa., Nov. 17.—A terrible 


accident took place at Mertstown, this 
county, at 7 o'clock this morning, which 
resulted in the death of three men and 
the serious injury of five others. While 
the employes of Edward Trexler's stave 
factory were preparing to start work for 
the day and the engineer was getting up 
steam in the boilers, one of the large 
toilers exploded. 
The building was 


completely wrecked, and Henry Epler, 
aged 21; Sassaman Hilbert, aged 25, and 
Charles Oswald, aged 45, were instantly 
killed. Among the more seriously in- 
jured are Samuel Epler, Frederick De 
Long, Albert Beppart, James Bausher 
and Charles Albert. All were terribly 
scalded, and Epler, De Long and Albert 
also Lad limbs broken. The exact cause 
of the explosion is not known. 
The 


force of the concussion was felt a dis- 
tance of five miles. The bodies of the 
killed were horribly mangled. 
Charles 


Baneher was badly cut and Charles 
Wolbeit received fatal injuries. 
All 


seven of the injured men were standing 
in the boiler house warming themselves 
when the explosion occurred. 


FATAIi BOH.EE EXPLOSION. 


MABBHSHEAD, Mass., Nov. 10.—The 


boiler at the Marblehead pumping sta- 
tion, where a reservoir is being built, 
exploded this morning, killed John 
Dunn, the engineer, who was hurled a 
distance of 171 fe*et, and seriously injur- 
ing four other men, One of the injur- 
ed, C. H. Bobinson, superintendent of 
the works, is hurt about the head, back 
and legs, and Timothy Shannessy had a 
leg broken. The boiler house was de- 
molished and the boiler thrown 300 
feet.

IN THE CRANBERRY 


MARSHES OF WISCONSIN. 


Immense Tracts ol Hitherto Worthless 


Lands Devoted to tho Production of the? 
Thanksgiving Kerry—How and \Vhero 
It Grows—Winiiebago Indians the First 
to I'ick tho Fruit—Amusements and 
Bousing ot tho Harvesters lJuring the 
Season. 


/ H O S E who have 
never taken the trou- 
ble to study cranber- 
ry culture have no 
[intelligent conce)>- 
jtion of the possibili- 
Jties of this agricul- 
' t u r a I industry, its 
present importance, 
a n d the 
methods 


adopted to gather in 
the crop and lit it 


for those who prepare a delicious sauce- 
relish for a Thanksgiving dinner. It is 
over twenty-five years since the golden 
jiscovery was main that there is money 
TO be made in cranberries. During these 
years fortunes have bwn made and 
other fortunes expended to place what 
appeared worthless marsh in a condition 
to bear fruit. 
The little city of Berlin. 


Green Lake County. \Vis., writes a cor- 
respondent of the Chicago Tribune, is the 
center of a cranberry-producing area 
that turns out thousands of barrels of 
fruit annually, which fact has given the 
place the name of '-Cranberry City." a 
name which it proudly wears in contra- 
distinction to its sister city, Hipon, 
whose prosaic pursuit of late years has 
been the growth of cucumbers, and is 
therefore dubbed "1'ickleville." 


At first the men who made money out 


of cranberry culture were those who 
had great holdings of wild tnarsh, sur- 
rounded with tamaracks and garnished 
with a wilderness of sage brush and 
huckleberry bushes. The crop blossomed 
in wild neglect and the fortunate pos- 
sessors of these tracts found themselves 
taking off from S20.000toS50«OOp in clear 
profits annually without spending a dol- 
lar except to the pickers. Then the 
hunt began for marsh land that would 
grow cranberries. 
Many were succesful 


in finding from three to ten and fifteen 
acres tracts, and in numerous instances 
pools were formed so that larger areas 
might be purchased and parceled out. 
The small growers went to work plant- 
ing vines, and have now the satisfac- 
tion of reaping ample returns. Fortune 
has been more fickle with the big growers. 


PICKING CUASBEHRIF.S. 


'The science of lift culture was pushed 
too far, perhaps. 
The great canals that 


were dug for flooding purposes and the ex- 
pen,sive pumping machinery that was put 
in have not had the effect of producing a 
corresponding increase in thy crop. Cran- 
berries are like Indians, they are not 
benefited by too much civilizing. The 
same marsh cannot be relied upon to 
yield every year. 
Aside from the "nat- 


ural 
intentions" of tho berry it is 


threatened with destruction from vari- 
ous sources—heavy floods, worms, blight, 
scalding, drought and early frosts being 
among tho dangers; so that a man who 
burdens his mind with the probable fate 
of a crap from tthe time it blossoms 
•through the summer season is not likely 
to bo at peace with himself. 
However, 


there is rartly a year when there is a 
general failuje of the crop, and each suc- 
ceeding year witnesses & grand rally of 
men, women and children from a radius 
of twenty miles to the cranberry fields. 
The pickers are generally enlisted from 
tho foreign clcnwnt. althot/gh there may 
be seen a liberal sprinkling .of the native 
Americans and occasionally a small baud 
of tho Winncbago /ndian=. 


Fifty years ago tho Indians were tho 


only ones whoappoarod on the cranberry 
exchange, dumping a few blankctfuls of 
the berries on the market, and., after 
•pending the proceeds in beads and "ben- 
fine," went off whooping. Now they arc 
rarely seen, but when they come into 
camp they hunt the festive berry fast 
•nd furious daytime and beat the tom- 
fc?m &t pight, They ore great gamblers, 


and it is not unu-ualjto sec a '•Iwk'1 get 
away w i t h all the tickets at tlie close of 
tln> harvest.

prevalent us it was )i\e year- a'-'o, but it 
i-well ciioimh torc)>-:it that iT.iii'ni'rrit'-.

winds, and tread ihem into the soft 
marsh, and they will return good for 
evil by spring up and beariiip fruit. 
In 


the spring those broad aero-of swamp 
land are a literal matting of cranberry 
vegetation, covered with a tiny white 
blossom. 
If one out of trn of those 


blossoms, or ov<-» one in a hundred, runs 
the paunlet. a i;ood crop is assured. The 
harvest becins the first week in Sep- 
tember and aenerally lasts from ten 
days to two weeks. 


At the apixtintcd time* mo'tley tide ot 


humanity sets in toward the cranberry 
marshes. 
Tlroy are drawn by tennis 


hitched to lumber waicnus. and generally 
carry l-a'jgaao and provisions enough to 
la^t them through. On the high land 


it. 
35::t the pk-kinp goes on just tho 


-nmc. 1'oriabo tramways arc laid, and 
the boxes, as fa-t as filled, are run on 
small cars to the wart-house, \vliciv )lu-y 
an- piled up in Ions: ticr.s to dry. cinv, 
and ripen thoroi'uhly. 
\Vhen tin- berry 


leaches tlie market it is generally ivil, 
bui wlien it is |i eked if is ne.nly wliite. 
with a faint ro-y tint just beginning to 
show. 


As each picker hands over hN b >\ of 


berries lie receive- a ticket which he can 
'•en<h in" for thi- eiirreut price, u-'ially 
from 5 tn ii sliillings. They i-ani from 
.•?!.:.«) to -S', a day. 


The ]>!('<i'ut method of haudliiii; the 


crowd is much better than it usu! to bo 
when every one kept his pickings in bays 
until measuiiug-up time at ni^ht. Tl:e:i 
the whole croud would assemble about 
the bo<s on the marsh and wait their 
turn. The soft .-pougy ground under 
the pressure of the crowd, increa-ed by 
the weight of tho bags of berries, would 
sink and leave everybody up to their 
shoe-tops iu water. Now the harvesters 
rarely get wet. The large number of 
marshes prevents the massing of so many 
people as formerly. If a man secures 
5oo or 1,000 pickers he considers it a 
great crowd, while ten years aw it was 
not unusual to see 2,f>00 or 3,000 at one 
time. 


It is a beautiful sight. Stretching 


away for miles lie the cranberry fields, 
perhaps at some past age the basin of a 
placid lake, now covered with verdure, 
reflecting rich colors in the sunshine and 
teeming with life. From the camp, 
nearly a mile away, you catch the shouts 
of exuberant ones, and occasionally the 
glitter of a pan as it is whirled high in 
the air after a trip to the box. But 
what sets one to thinking most is the 
bobbing heads with the white linen cov- 
erings. These aro the Polish or German, 
women, working hard to pay the debt on 
the church, to add a few more acres to 
the small but well-cultivated farm, to 
clothe and educate the children, or to, 
augment the "roll" already hid away in 
an old stocking or trunk. Many of these 
foreign-born picKcrs aro well-to-do, and 
having no faith in banks, hoard their 
money in hiding places at their homes. 
They are a good class of citi/ens to cul-

bcrrderingthe innrsiies are erected rows 
of one and two story shanties, and into 
the.--e the pickers are stowed. Some- 
times tcnts:aro necessary to shelter' this 
overflow. 
In a few days everybody 


knows liis neighbor, and a labor com- 
mune is established. Fun and hard work 
are equally mixed. It is a welcome 
change to :theso ,peop!o who. for a few 
days, gut out of the humdrum rut of 
their existence, gee new faces, crack

jokes, dance .and sing, and add a small 
sum of money to their scanty savings for 
the winter. 


It is an interesting sight to see the 


picktrs go -to work in the morning. 
Everybody is dressed for the job. On 
the heads of the women are broad- 
brimmed stra.w hats tied down over the 
ears, snnbonncts, shakers, or the clean 
white lincn'Clothcs, after the style of the 
German market .women. An old jacket, 
a calico bkirt,.and a heavy pair of shoes 
and stockings complete the costume. The 
men wear .anything :that-"won't hurt," 
but all, by previous experience, know 
enough to .koep .dry wraps in camp in 
case of a wet sirikingimarsh or a sudden 
shower. 
Evor.y .one .carries a large 


shallow milk ipan,,and each picker is 
provided with a slatted irectangular box 
holding «ERct!,y .a bushel. Arriving at 
the ground to be picked the hands are 
ranged in a row, under.the .direction of 
a boss t/>«very forty pickers. The boxes 
are thrown on the ground, the pickers 
get on their hands and knees .and com- 
mence to u'il the .shallow .paus. It is in 
this work, as wllh.all other (kinds, some 
srow wonderfully 
skillful, and with 


deft 
fingors 
running 
through 
the 


vines, like a comb, 
fill .their pans 


fjuickly, while others are clumsy and 
slow. As they are paid by tthe ibox, the 
earnings vary accordingly. As the line 
of pickers advance across 41 -"forty" it 
grows irregular, and kcei* the :bosses 
poking about among the vines ,to see that 
no ground is being negled«d. Some- 
tinuts disputes aris« over thf rights of a 
particular swath and a fiirlit ensues. 
when all business suddenly eeaws to a 
standstill until the war-cloud passes 


tivatc the waste places, and they have 
taken up a great deal of land "in this 
part of the State. 


As the day draws to a close, the tired 


ones drop out and the older ones prepare 
to go back to the shanties. The day's 
work is talked over, supper as eaten, the 
crowd begins to scatter, and the evening 
fun begins. Various kinds of hawkers 
appear. The kodak man sells his>views 
and the "sutler" disposes of 'his goods 
Liquors, wheels of fortune, and other 
harmful attractions are forbidden, but 
music fills the vacancy, and at the first 
rasping notes of the violin the boys and 
girls are ready for the dance. It is a 
free-for-all, in a rude pavilion, at 5 cents 
a dance. 
This dancing will compare 


with anything North orSonth in its local 
character. 
Tho old folks -look on for 


«awhile and then go to bed, while the 
youngsters keep the ball rolling until 
nearly midnight 
Such joking, swing- 


ing, flirting, love-making, and merry- 
making were never experienced under 
tallow and kerosene, unless at the old 
quillings and corn-huskiTigs >of early 
days. A few days later the.crowd breaks 
up, to know each other no more suntil 
another harvest- 


As the Thanksgiving diners lift a 


dainty morsel of jelly that is destined to 
join a fragment, of turkey, they can 
think of the cranberry's marshy birth- 
place, and the dream of jollity through 
which the berry passed before it was 
hurried to market to be cooked, sugared, 
and squeezed for their benefit.

We dismount from our 


horses in a drizzling rain, and our drago- 
man climbing up to the well over the 
slippery stones, stumbles and frightens 
us all by nearly falling into it. 1 meas- 
ured tho well at tho top and found it six 
feot from cdgo to etlRO. Somo grass and 
weeds aud thorny growths overhang it. 
In one place tho roof is broken through. 
Largo stones embank the wall on all 
sides. 


Our 
dragoman 
took pebbles 
and 


dropped them in, and from the time they t 
left his hand to tho instant they clicked 
on tho botton you could heai it was 
deep, though not as deep as once, for 
every day travelers aro applying tho 
samo test, and though in tho time of 
Maundrcll, tho traveler, *ho well was a 
hundred and sixty-five feot deep, now it 
Is only seventy-five. 
So great is tho 


curiosity of the world to know aboutthat 
well that during tho dry season a Capt. 
Anderson descended into this well, at 
one place the sides so close ho had to put 
his hands over his head in order to get 
through and then ho fainted away, and 
lay at tho bottom of tho well as though 
dead until, hours after his recovery, ho 
came to tho surface. 


It is not like other wells, 'digged down 


to a fountain that fills it, but a reservoir 
to catch tho falling rains and to that 
Christ refers when 
speaking to tho 


Samaritan woman about a spiritual sup< 
ply he said that ho would, if asked, have 
given her "living water;" that Is, water 
from a flowing spring in distinction from 
tho water of that well which was rain 
water. But why did Jacob make a rcs- 
•r»olr there when there is plenty of 


trophe. 
• But I turn from this Shiloh, of Eli's 
sudden decease under bad news from his 
boys, and lind close by what is called 
tho "Meadow of tho Feast." While this 
ancient city was in tho height of its 
prosperity, on this "Meadow of the 
Feast," there was an annual ball, where 
tho maidens of the city amid .clapping 
cymbals and a blare of trumphe.ts 
danced in glee, upon which thousands of 
spectators gazed.

"Meadow "of tho Feast," where tho 
maidens danced that, night and at the 
mountain gorge up which tho Beujamin- 
ites carried their brides, wo bethink 
ourselves of the better land and tho bot- 
tcr times in which we live, when such 
scenes aro an utter impossibility, and 
amid orderly groups and with prayer 
and benediction, and breath of orango 
blossoms and tho roll of tho wedding 
march, marriage is solemnized, and with 
oath recorded In heaven two immortals 
start arm in arm on a journey to last 
ur.til death do them part. 
Upon every 


such marriage altar may thcro come tho 
blessing of Him "whosettcth the solitary 
in families!" Side by side on tho path of 
life! Side by side in their graves!

by sido in Heaven! 


But wo must this afternoon, our last 


day before reaching Nazareth, pitch our 
tent on tho most famous battlefield of 
all time—tho plain of Esdraelon. 
What 


must have been the fcellngsof tho Prince 
of Peace as ho crossed it on tho way 
fron> .Jerusalem to Nazareth? 
Not a 


flower blooms there but has in its vetos 


them with death wounds, and 
them out of their own breasts 


and sides hurled them back again at the 
enemy. 
On went the fight when all but 


one Christian had fallen, and he, mounted 
on the last horse, wielded his battle-axe 
right and loft till his horse fell under the 
plunge of tho javelin, and the rider, mak- 
ing the sign of the cross toward the sky, 
gave up his life on the point of a score of 
spears. But soon after tho last battle 
came. History portrays it, poetry chants 
it, painting colors it, and all ages admire 
that last struggle to keep in possession 
the wooden cross on which Jesus was 
said to have expired. 
It was a battle in 


which mingled the fury of devils and the 
grand uer of angels. 
Thousands of 


dead Christians on this side. Thousands 
of (lead Mohammedans on tho other side. 


The battle was hottest close around 


tho wooden cross upheld by the Bishop 
of Ptolemais, himself wounded and dy- 
ing. And when the Bishop of Ptolemais 
dropped dead the Bishop of Lydda seized 
the cross and again lifted it, carrying it 
onward into a wilder and fiercer fight, 
and sword against javelin, and battle-a\e 
upon helmet, and piercing spear against 
splintering shield. 
Horses and men 


tumbled into heterogeneous death. Now 
the wooden cross on which the armies of 
Christains had kept "their tve begins to 
waver, begins to descend, , It falls! and 
the wailing of the Christain host at its 
.lisappuaranco drowns the huzza of the 
victorious Moslems. 


But that standard of tho cross only 


seemed to fall. 
It rides tho sky to-day 


n triumph. Five hundred million souls, 
the mightiest army of tho ages, are fol- 
lowing K, and where that goes they will 
go, across the earth aud up tho mighty 
steeps of tho Heavens. 
In the Twelfth 


century It seemed to go down, but in the 
Xintecnth century it is the mightiest 
symbol of glory and triumph, aud means 
more than any other standard, whether 
inscribed with eagle, or lion, or bear, or 
star, or crescent. 
That which Saladin 


trampled on the plain of Esdraelon I lift 
to-day for your marshaling. 
Tho cross! 


The cress! The foot of it planted in the 
earth it saves, the top of it pointing to 
the Heavens to which it will take you, 
and tho Jutspread beam of it like out- 
stretched arms of invitation to all na- 
tions.

ciance to its power. And as that mighty 
symbol of pain and triumph is kept be- 
fore, us wo will realize how insignificant 
are tho little crosses we aro called to 
bear, and will more cheerfully bear 
them.

At Drst tho men who niado money out 


of cranberry culniro worn thoso who 
had Rrcat tioldlngH of wild tnanh, sur- 
rounded with tamaracks nnd gnrnlshcd 
with a wilderness of wigo brush and 
huckleberry busing. Tho croit blossoowd 
In wild neglect nnd thu fortnnato pos- 
nossors of tlioso tracts 'found tliomsclvcs 
taking off from 9^0.000 to9T>rw>00 In clear 
profits annually without Spending a dol- 
lar except to tho pickers. 
Then the 


hunt began for nmrwh land that would 
grow cranborrlun. Many were succettful 
In finding from thrco to ton and flfUtcD 
acres tracts, and In numerous Instances 
pools wero formed so that larger arant) 
might bo purchased and parceled out. 
The small growers went to work pUot- 
luf vines, and have now tho satisfac- 
tion of reaping ample returns. Fortune 
has been moro fickle with the big growers, 


CRANBERRIES. 


'The science of lift culture was pushed 
:too far, perhaps. The great canals that 
were dug for Hooding purposes and the M- 
i pensive pumping machinery that wns put 
ID have not had the effect of producing a 
.corresponding Increase in tha crop. Cran- 
'berriea arc llko Indians, tho? aro not 
benefited by too rniifh civilizing. Tho 
same marsh cannot -bo relied upon to 
yield every year. Aside from the "nat- 
ural 
intentions" of the berry it is 


threatened with destruction from varl- 
.ons sources—heavy floods, worms, blight, 
scalding, drought and early frosts being 
among.tho dangers; so that a man who 
.burdens his,mind with tho probable fate 
of a crop frQin itljo time it blospoms 
•through tbe summer season Is not likely 
to bo at peace with himself. However, 
there is rarely, a year when there is a 
-general failure of tho crop, and each suc- 
ceeding year witnesses -A grand rally of 
men, women and children from a radius 
.of twenty miles to tho cranberry fields. 
The pickers are generally enlisted from 
the foreign olentont, although there may 
be seen a liberal Rprlhkllng^f tho rnUfvo 
Americans and occasionally a small band 
of the WJnncbago Indians. 


Fifty years ago tlm Indians wero tho 


.only ones whoappuarirf on thn cranberry 
.exchange, dumping a few blankotfuls of 
tho berries on the market, and, after 
•pending tho proceeds in beads and "bnn- 
>fno," went off whooping. Now the? are 
rarely Gcon, but when they o-omo into 
camp they hunt tho festive berry foot 
and furious daytime and boat tbo torn* 
torn ftt nigiit, Tlioy »ro great tfftinWer^ 


vegetation, covoted with a tiny white 
blossom. 
If one out of tc-n of tlioso 


blossoms, or oven ono la a hundred, runs 
the gaunlet. a pood crop is assured- Thu 
harvest begins tho first week in Sep- 
tember and generally lasts from ten 
days to two weeks. 


At thu appointed tlmcjnno'tlcy tide ot 
iimattity sets in toward tho cranberry 


..larslies. They are drawn by teams 
hitched to lumber wagons, and generally 
carry ha'jgajre and provisions enough tu 
I»st them through.

The soft spongy ground under 
thy pressure of tho crowd, Increased by 
tin.- weight or tho bags of berries, would 
sink and leave everybody up to their 
shoe-tops In water. 
Now the harvesters 


rarely get wut. The large number of 
marshes prevents the massing uf so many 
people as formerly. If a man secures 
500 or 1,000 pickers ho considers it a 
great crowd, while ten years ago it was 
not unusual tu see 2,.TOO or 3,000 at ono 
time. 


It is a beautiful sight. Stretching 


away Tor miles Ho tho cranberry fields, 
perhaps at some past ago the basin of a 
placid lake, now covered with verdure, 
reflecting rich colors in tho sunshine anil 
teeming with life. Prom the camp, 
nearly a mile away, you catch tlie shouts 
of exuberant ones, and occasionally tho 
glitter of a pan as it Is whirled high in 
tho air after a trip to tlie bos. But 
•what sets ono to thinking most is tlio 
bobbing heads with the white linen cov- 
erings. These aro tho Polish or German, 
women, working hard to pay the debt on 
tho church, to add a few mure acres to 
the small but well-cultivated farm, to 
clotho and educate tho children, or tq 
augment the "roll" already hid away in 
an old stocking or trunk. Many of these 
foreign-horn picKcrs are well-to-do, and 
having no faith in banks, hoard their 
money In hiding place? at their homes.
